Dr. William Keen tells some Inter- 


esting facts regarding the early his- 
tory of dissection. 
The first human 


anatomists were In Alexandria three 
centuries before Christ, and they and 
their successors for 2,000 years were 
commonly reported to have Indulged In 
antpmortem dissection. Says Dr. Keen: 
"Vesallus was shipwrecked and died 
while fleeing for his life on such a 
charge. 
The Edinburgh act of 1505, 


giving the surgeons the body of one 
criminal linnually, 'to make an anato- 
mic of,' was guarded by the proviso 
'after he bo deld.' 
Even poetry has 


lout Its aid to perpetuate the legend of 
the 'invisible girl,' whose ghost was 
believed to haunt Sir Charles Hell's 
anatomical-rooms, where she had been 
dissected alive on tho night preceding 
that appointed for her marriage." 


For n long time Alexandria was the 


only medical center of the world, and 
the physician Galen (born about 1,'U) 
A. D.) had to journey from Home to 
the African city to see a skeleton. He 
sent his students to tho German bat- 
tlefields to dissect the bodies of the 
national enemies, while, he 
himself 


used apes as most resembling human 
beings. 
II nma n dissection was re- 


vived In Itologna In the fourteenth cen- 
tury, where Madonna Manzollna later 
was professor of anatomy, undoubtedly 
one of the llrst woman doctors, If not 
tho very llrst. 
Leonardo da Vinci, 


painter of "The Last Supper," was a 
great anatomist, but dissection had 
fallen Into disuse when Vesallus final- 
ly revived It about tho middle of the 
sixteenth century. 


Even In comparatively modern times 


anatomists have been the objects of 
attacks by the populace. 
In 17(i5 Dr. 


John Shippcn of Philadelphia was mob- 
bed as a grave robber. Doctors' riots 
In New York occurred twenty-three 
years later, and were due to the belief 
that 
the 
medical 
students 
robbed 


graves continually. It was the lack of 
opportunity that led to the practice of 
grave robbing and originated what Dr. 
Keen calls "a set of the lowest possible 
villains—tho resurrectionists."—<Sclon- 
tiiic American.

effort is to keep the grazing lands of; 
the forest reserves for the use of the 
stockmen who actually live 
in 
the 


neighborhood of the reserves. To pre- 
vent the wasle and destruction of the 
reserves and to keep them 
so that 


they can be permanently used by the 
stockmen no less than by the public, 
you have to spend a certain amount of 
money. Part of this money is to b« 
obtained by charging a small fee forj 
each head of stock pastured on tho re- 
serve. Less than a third of the actual; 
value of the grazing 
is at 
present 


charged, and it is, of course, perfectly 
obvious that the man 
who pastures 


his stock should pay something for 
the preservation of that pasture. 
He, 


gets all the benefit of the pasture and 
he pays for Us use but a small f'rac-, 
tion of the value it is to him, and this 
money is .in reality returned to him 
because it is used in keeping the for- 
est reserve permanently available for 
use. 


"You this year make a special re- 


duction by which the ranchmen pay 
but half rates. This is in accordance 
with tho steady policy of your depart-; 
ment as regards 
the western lands, 


which is to favor in every way the 
actual settler, the actual hornemaker, 
the man who himself tills the soil or 
himself rears and cares for his small 
herd of cattle. 
In granting grazing, 


permits you give preference first to 
the small nearby owners; after that,I 
to all regular occupants 
of the re-, 


serve range and finally to the owners 
of transient stock. 
This is 
exactly 


as it should be. Tho 
small nearby! 


c^wners are the homesteaders, the men t 
r 1rbo are making homes for themselves 


?jy the labor of their hands, tho men 
who have entered to possess the lands 
and to bring up their children thereon.; 
The other regular occupants 
of the| 


reserve range, that is, the large ranch! 
owners, arc entitled to come only after! 
the smaller men. 
If, after these have.1 


been admitted, there still remains an 
ample pasturage, then the owners of; 
transient stock, 
the men who drive 


from tho tramp herds or tramp flocks 
hither and thither, should be admitted. 


"These men have 
no 
permanent 


abode and do very little to build up 
the land, and are not to be favored 
at the expense of the regular occu- 
pants, large or small. 
This system 


prevents the grass from being eaten 
out by other herds or flocks of non- 
residents, for only enough cattle and 
sheep are admitted upon the reserves 
to fatten 
upon the pastures without 


damaging it. 
In other words, under 


tho policy you have adopted, the for- 
OHt reserves are to be used as among 
Ihe most potent, influences in favor of 
the actual home maker, of the man 
with a few dozen or few score; head of 
cattle, which be lias gathered by his 
own industry and is himself canny tor. 
This is the kind of man upon whom 
the foundation of our citizenship rests, 
and it is eminently proper to favor 
him in every way.

menting on tho scene tho writer says: 


"Forty years ago tho country wiliiin 


ten miles of here contained more than 
double the present number of occupied 
farms.

bought 
thirty-eight 
years ago 
for 


$1600 can now be had for $400, and 
its buildings and land are now in vejry 
nearly as good condition as then. This 
is a little above the valley, and others 
further up havo depreciated still more. 
Any one of those in the valley can be 
bought, for $1000 or less, that is from 
$3 to $0 per acre, 
including usable 


buildings. All the places are always 
for sale. 
If any one wants a place for 


a summer residence, with a fine view 
and plenty of mountain air, he 
can 


take his choice for a small amount of 
money. None of the young people with 
energy or ambition remain on the old 
farms. It. seems to be only a question 
of time when all must succumb to the 
inevitable and surrender

When a crop is produced 
it lias no commercial value until mark- 
eted at a profit to the grower. 
The 


farmer who intends to succeed must 
become acquainted with the markets 
and the business relations necessary 
to sell his products.; 


The young men of Vermont left tho 


old farms to engage in'more congenial 
vocations. They longed for the ctity at-: 
tractions and to escape the climavic : 
conditions. 
To them there was more 


money in the commercial centers, and 
they sought genteel occupations. The 
professions templed them and many 
have become captains of industry in 
the financial world.

The 
forests are being 
cleared 
to 
make 


more room for farms. 
The soil and 


climate: assist in developing the best 
products of nature. 
The farm is the 


place for the financiers and industri- 
ous seekers after wealth and independ- 
ence.
